Pond Maintenance Begins, Vision 
Plan Outreach Coming Soon 

he City of Austin Parks and Recre- 

ation Department has been able to 
work with Austin Parks Foundation 
(APF) to contract with a pond mainte- 
nance company for the Northwest Park 
pond. The company will be removing 
invasive plants within the pond and 
along the shoreline, and also will be pro- 
viding monthly vegetation maintenance 
for the pond for one year. Expect to see 
some changes coming soon! 

The APF money was funded by ACL 
Music Festival specifically for a project in 
District 7, and this project will be paid 
by the remaining funds left over after the 
completion of tennis and basketball 
court improvements, added picnic tables, 
and trash receptacles at the playground.

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Our park namesake, Beverly S. Sheffield, 
devoted 44 years to the Austin Parks and Recre- 
ation Department (PARD), continuously work- 
ing to improve the lives of Austinites. Mr. Shef- 
field was the director of PARD when he worked 
tirelessly to make Northwest District Park a 
reality. We can thank him for the 65 years of joy 
our park has brought to Allandale and will 
bring in the future. 

City COVID-19 protocols prevented us from 
hosting our 2020 biannual It's My Park Day. 
We miss working closely with you, our generous 
neighbors, to help enhance our park in both big 
and small ways. We anxiously wait for the city 
to allow park workdays again. We will let you 
know as soon as we hear. In the meantime, 
when you spend time at the park please practice 
“leave no trace” by following the “pack it in, 
pack it out” principle. 

ANA’s Parks, Recreation, and Greenspace 
committee continues to march forward antici- 
pating PARD’s Northwest Park visioning ses- 
sions set for 2021 that will shape our park’s 
future uses. Thanks to a strong expression of 
community support and your help during last 
year’s Amplify Austin campaign, APF and PARD 
have established professional pond maintenance 
for the coming year. Regular pond maintenance 
lays the groundwork for adding ecosystem 
enhancers like aerators or circulators to improve 
the water quality, which improves life for fish, 
turtles, waterfowl, and other creatures. 

Keeping a focus on the pond continues to be 
a top priority for Allandale Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation and the Friends of Beverly S. Sheffield 
Northwest District Park. These groups help 
focus the attention of city departments that have 
oversight responsibility for the pond. Our park’s 
pond has long suffered from a lack of city funds 
and attention. While many of you have helped 
during previous park workdays to sow wildflow- 
er seeds, establish native grasses to control ero- 
sion, and repaint picnic tables and pool features, 
we hope you agree that the pond needs every- 
one’s attention until things improve significantly. 

How can you help? March 5, 2021, is this 
year’s Amplify Austin’s annual Day of Giving, 
run by I Live Here I Give Here, a local non- 
profit organization. Last year, I Live Here I Give 
Here raised $12.3M for 760 Central Texas non- 
profit groups.

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Bug Off! Phorid or Humpbacked Flies 


Wizzie Brown 


H umpbacked flies, also known as 
phorid flies, are small gnat-like 
flies that do not bite. They often are 
yellowish to dark brown in color. 
They get the humpback name from 
the way their back is humped when 
viewed from the side, and phorid fly 
comes from the family in which they 
are classified. Sometimes they are 
called scuttle flies from their habit of 
running around in an erratic manner. 

Phorid flies vary widely with some 
being pests while some species are ben- 
eficial; for example, some phorid flies 
attack and kill red imported fire ants. 

Pest species found indoors are often 
associated with moist, decaying 
organic matter. These flies can 
become a problem in homes by 
mechanically transmitting bacteria to 
food and food prep areas. 

Common sites where larvae devel- 
op (and areas you would need to 
locate, AKA “the source”) can include 
organic matter built up on the inside 
of drain pipes; on aging fruits, vegeta- 
bles or other food matter; the bottom 
of garbage cans, dump- 
sters or recycling bins; in 
broken sewage pipes; or 
under broken floor tiles. 

For a long-term solu- 
tion, develop a sanitation 
plan. Locate “the source” 
where larvae are living and 
clean it thoroughly. If 
drains are accessible, clean 
with a stiff brush and 
flush with boiling water. 
Food should not be left 
out for long periods of 
time and trash/ recyclables 
should be removed on a 
regular basis. Trash and 
recycling bins should be 
cleaned with soap and 
water several times a year. 
Repair any plumbing leaks 
and loose or broken tiles. 

Fly swatters and fly 
lights can help reduce 
adult populations.

Will we get 
to eat inside our favorite (and 
future favorite) restaurants 
soon? I sure hope so 
(although “soon” may still be 
this fall). For the time being, 
keep partaking of take-out, 
delivery, and, if safe, on-site 
eating at our restaurants. A 
pal that works as a waiter for 
one of our finer neighbor- 
hood establishments says that 
he and his co-workers are 
amazed that customers tip 
20% (us among them) for 
take-out and delivery. We do 
this because (1) we're fortu- 
nate enough that we can and 
(2) we value our restaurants 


and restaurant workers. And 
it seems to be working! Very 
few of our restaurants have 
failed.

run by Amy’s Ice Creams out of their 
neighborhood location. You can order 
cupcakes, cakes, and pies online and have 
them delivered to your door. 

We tried Old Thousand at 4805 Bur- 
net Road and found it really good (review 
coming soon). Kitchen United Mix has 
added Mission Street Burrito, Plant B, 
Plow Burger, and Yalla Mediterranean to 
the mix, while losing PF. Chang's To Go, 
Ramen 512, and Seoulja. The 5555 Bur- 
net Road trailer park now has DAWA 
(sushi and kimchi), Judy's Mediterranean, 
and Little Beast Slider Co. EurAsia, a 
ramen, poke, and sushi joint, opened 
February 1 at 5222 Burnet Road. Mean- 
while, we wait with unsated breath for 
the openings of Rise (The Grove), Wing- 
stop (2900 West Anderson Lane; opening 
soon), Three Little Bears Clubhouse 
(2900 West Anderson Lane), and Bird 
Bird Biscuit (1401 West Koenig Lane). 
Sadly, Tea Amo and Pho Saigon have 
both closed. 


Kudos-wise, those carb snorters at 
Eater Austin mentioned Tumble 22 and 
Tiny Pies among “17 Austin Restaurants 
with Great Takeout Options,” Shortie's 
Pizza and Grinders and Luck’s Wagyu 
Burger Shoppe among “14 Exciting Aus- 
tin Restaurants to Check Out Right 
Now,” Hi Wings and Le Bleu among “21 
of the Sauciest, Crispiest, and Spiciest 
Chicken Wings in Austin,” and Peached 
Tortilla among “Where to Order Austin’s 
Best Cocktails.” 

Thrillest mentioned “The Wunder- 
showzen” at Juiceland, “Southern Fun” at 
The Peached Tortilla, and “Coconut 
Creme Pie” at Chez Zee American Bistro 
as among “The 30 Most Essential Austin 
Experiences.” Thrillest included Citizen 
Eatery in its list of “Where to Get the 
Best Vegan and Vegetarian Food in Aus- 
tin,” and name-dropped Haru Ramen 
and Ramen Tatsu-ya (grandaddy of dip- 
dipdip which has ramen on the menu) as 
where to “Warm Up with the Best Ramen 
Bowls in Austin.”

The Twig & Branch from Shortie's Pizza + 
Grinders 


Greek pizza before Shortie's Pizza + 
Grinders opened up in December (nei- 
ther had Geoff). Invented by a Greek 
from Albania living in Connecticut, 
Greek pizza is distinguished by its crust, 
which is hand-pressed to fit a greased, 
shallow pan; proofed (rise) in the pan, 
and then baked with its applied toppings. 
Shortie’s, a side hustle from the good 
folks downstairs at District Kitchen, ele- 
vates the concept (and pizzas in general) 
with local ingredients and a chef’s touch. 
Geoff and I have tried three of Shortie’s 
pizzas so far, all of them memorable. Pm 
generally a fan of thin-crust pizza with 
the notable exception of the heavenly 
Detroit-style of Via 313. Shortie’s Greek 
crust comes in between thin and thick 
but with the richness of a Detroiter. 
Using local, heirloom wheat gives Short- 
ie’s version a rustic, earthy chew reminis- 
cent of focaccia with a sheen of (local) 
aromatic olive oil. Geoff liked it.

The Pepp in Yo Step (red sauce and 
smoked pepperoni; $14) was a good 
introduction to the Greekiness, scientifi- 
cally isolating one variable (the crust) to 
fully understand and appreciate it. Geoff 
liked it. We then graduated to the Forager 
(smoked gouda, fontina white sauce, rose- 
mary, wild mushroom conserva, balsamic 
roasted onions, and pine nuts; $15). This 
is possibly the most beautiful pizza I’ve 
ever had and, indeed, looks like Adelina 
the Forest Fairy carefully foraged the top- 
pings. I tend to lean toward traditional 
tops, but this was better than the impres- 
sive Pepp, with a complex mix of flavors 
firing different parts of my tongue. Geoff 
liked it. 

We ended our foray (for now) with the 
Twig & Branch (Texas olive oil, arugula, 
Texas goat cheese, prosciutto, sour cherry 
preserve, and umami chili oil; $16), 
another gorgeous pizza. The flavors focus 
on the cheese and ham, with the sweet 
and sour of the cherry preserves gently 
tug-of-warring with the fire of the chili 
oil. Yep: Geoff liked it. We've yet to try 
the Grinders, hot and cold sandwiches on 
hoagies flown in from New Orleans ($10 
to $16). Shortie’s also has a half-dozen 
appetizers, half-dozen salads, and half-a- 
half-dozen desserts. They have an outside, 
second-floor eating area for the COVID- 
wary (unclear if it’s cat friendly...). 

Geoff the Ditch Cat is a feline of few 
meows, but he was a little concerned 
about a restaurant represented by a 
canine. But after explaining that Shortie’s 
was named in honor of the owners’ 
recently passed pooch, he gave Shortie’s 
two paws up. In shorties, Geoff liked it.

Real Estate Round-Up

| n case you missed it, the Austin 
real estate market is white hot. 
Region-wide, there is a shortage 
of inventory of historic propor- 
tions that is causing modest 
homes in the suburbs to get 50+ 
offers, with the final sale price 
sometimes exceeding $100K more 
than the asking price. Can you 
believe that!? We are in a weird 
situation at the moment, where 
the number of buyers far exceeds 
the number of home sellers. 
Allandale’s statistics mirror what 
is happening in the broader mar- 
ket area. As of this writing, there 
are only five single-family homes 
on the market in the readership 
area. That is about 40% of our 
typical monthly absorption rate. 


With all the news of companies 
expanding and relocating to 
Austin, I anticipate that we will 
be in a seller’s market for the 
foreseeable future. I thank my 
lucky stars every day that I live 
in this amazing neighborhood! 

According to the Austin 
Board of Realtors, Allandale 
experienced an 8% appreciation 
between 2019 and 2020, with 
our average price in 2020 land- 
ing at $782,170 for a single- 
family home. Our days on mar- 
ket shrank dramatically by 
45%, down to only 16 days on 
the market in 2020 versus 29 
days in 2019 (29 days is still a 
very brisk pace of sales, by the 
way). 3

his issue of Lettuce Recycle is for all 

customers new to curbside compost 
collection, as well as those who already 
have the service. 

An additional 55,000 Austin residential 
customers began getting curbside compost 
collection in February. Curbside compost 
collection is now available to all Austin 
Resource Recovery residential customers. 

Compost is collected weekly. The green 
bin can be used for leaves and sticks, as 
well as food and paper products. Every- 
thing picked up in the green can goes to 
Organics by Gosh and is transformed 
into compost. The City will still pick up 
additional cans of sticks and leaves. These 
will also become compost. 


Curbside Composting Special Tips: 
Households in the compost collection 
area should have received a fact sheet on 
what can go into the new green bin. Here 
is a website with some information about

Those of you who already compost at 
home might wonder if you will use this 
collection service. There are many things 
you can place in your curbside bin that 
you should not (or may not want to) put 
in your home compost bin. They are as 
follows: 
= Avocado seeds 
=" Bones 
Chopsticks and toothpicks 
" Facial tissue 
= Fish and poultry products 
= Meat and dairy products 
= Microwave popcorn bags 
= Napkins 
= Paper bags 
= Paper cups 
= Paper plates 
= Paper that has gotten wet 
= Paper towels 


= Pizza boxes 

= Popsicle sticks 
Shredded paper 
Spoiled food
